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ICE  CREAII  PRODUCTION 


Production  of  ice  cream  in  the  United  States  in  October,  estimated  at 
60, 045,000  callous,  was  the  highest  on  record  for  the  month,  according  to  the  Crop 
Reporting  Board.  This  was  8 percent  larger  than  in  October  1962,  and  was  15  percent 
greater  than  the  1957-61  average  for  the  month.  Compared  with  September,  production 
declined  only  5 percent,  compared  with  8 percent  at  this  tine  last  year  and  16  per- 
cent on  the  average  in  the  1957-61  period.  Temperatures  during  October  averaged 
normal  or  above  in  almost  the  entire  country,  as  below-average  temperatures  were 
recorded  only  in  the  southeastern  coastal  plain  area  from  Florida  to  Virginia  and  a 
section  of  northern  California. 

Compared  with  October  1962,  the  only  regional  decrease  was  the  2-percent 
decline  in  the  South  Atlantic  States.  Increases  in  all  other  regions  varied  from 
1 percent  in  the  South  Central  to  13  percent  in  both  the  North  Atlantic  and  the 
Mountain.  Other  gains  were  7 percent  in  the  Pacific  States,  8 percent  in  the  East 
North  Central,  and  9 percent  in  the  West  North  Central,  In  the  three  leading- 
production  states,  output  was  up  6 percent  in  New  York,  19  percent  in  Pennsylvania, 
and  8 percent  in  California.  Increases  were  shown  in  all  important -producing  states 
of  the  North  Atlantic,  the  East  North  Central,  the  Mountain,  and  the  pacific  Regions. 


Compared  with  the  1957-61  average  for  October,  increases  in  all  regions  varied 
from  7 percent  in  the  South  Atlantic  to  26  percent  in  the  Mountain.  Production  was 
15  percent  more  in  both  the  North  Atlantic  Region  and  the  East  North  Central.  Out-^ 
put  was  7 percent  more  in  the  South  Atlantic  States . production  was  up  11  percent  Si 
the  South  Central  Region  and  19  percent  in  the  Pacific.  Increases  in  the  leading  0 cy 
states  were  13  percent  in  New  York,  and  l8  percent  both  in  Pennsylvania  and  ^ y 

California.  Decreased  production  occurred  only  in  Iowa,  Kansas,  West  Virginia,  £?  "vj 

Georgia,  Florida,  and  Louisiana.  ^ '

27  percent  on  the  average  in  the  1957-61  period.  Sco-sonal  declines  occurred  in  all 
regions . 

Compared  with  October  1962,  output  increased  in  all  regions,  with  a very  sharp 
increase  showing  in  the  East  North  Central  States.

SHERBET  PRODUCTIOI! 


Sherbet  production  in  the  United  States  during  October  of  this  year  was  sharply 
higher  than  in  any  recent  year.  Output  of  2,905,000  gallons  was  l6  percent  more  the 
in  October  1962  and  21  percent  greater  than  the  previous  5 -year  average.  From 
September  to  October,  production  decreased  15  percent,  as  against  27  percent  in  1961 
and  30  percent  on  the  average  in  the  1957-61  period.  Manufacture  declined  in  all 
regions  except  the  West  North  Central  and  the  Mountain,  where  it  increased  moderate! 

Compared  with  October  1962,  sherbet  manufacture  increased  moderately  in  the  Eac 
North  Centra].  Region,  the  South  Atlantic  and  the  South  Central.  Sharply  higher  pro- 
duction occurred  in  the  remainder  of  the  country.
